The Senator said he had no interest 
im the Waterways and was merely @ 
nominal director of ithe Athabasca 
Railway Company. Several  tele- 
grams from Clarke to him, sent Inst 
tall, were produced, and dhe refer: 
ences iw one, which he said he had 
never received, ‘he told the counsel 
he could not understand. 

Mr. Woolf was askea wich reference 
to the premier’s statements in the 
Legislature at the time tne railway 
bilis were under consideration in 
1909. 1s 

Mr. Goddard is apparently giv.ng 
his testimony in a peelectly frank 
manner and is not endeavoring 40 
conceal any of the fact, though they 
are injurious to the railway company. 

Mr. Bennett will cross-examtine him 
tins afternoon and will aek especially 
with reference ito a visit which he 1e- 
ceived from Goddurd when the Jatter 
asked that Mr. Bennett wait upon 
Mr. Clarke while he was in Kmon- 
ton during the session. 

J. W. Woolf on Stand. 

When the court opened Mr. John- 
stone called J, W. Woolf, M.L.A. for 
Cardston, in order to ask him a few 
questions. Mr. Wool took the stand 
and stated ‘he was present in his.seat 
when he Waterways ‘bil went 
thiough, He said he made a echort 
speech on the bill) “When he noticed 
tne increased amount and a larger 
rate of interest to the Waterways than 
the other roads, he asked wiry’ this 
was done, and Premier Rutherford 
said that che question was well taken 
and he thougat that $20,000 should 
be « maximum, amount and only” the 
actual cost of the road shoukl be 
paid out.

WASHINGTON WILL 
PROTECT TRADE 


Gives Notice That Vessels Interfer- 
ing With Ships in Bluefields Har- 
bor Will be Seized.

Washington, D.C., May 271. Dis- 
regard the ¢laims of the blockade of 
tie port of Bluefields by any and al' 
defacto factions in Nicaragua. 

2—Demand the release of all vessels 
captured or any interfered with in any 
way by any factions when such ves- 
sels are entering the port at Blue- 
fields, 

8—The factions having been advised 
of the position of the Uniced States, 
that no paper blockade is recognized, 
the war vessels of the United States 
will take into custody any vessel in- 
terfering with American commerce in 
Bhuefieids and report to Washington. 

These are the specific instructions 
under which Commander Gilmer, in 
charge of the Paducah and Dubuque, 
is acting today in Nicaraguan waters 
by reason of the act of Madriz’s con- 
verted cruiser Venus in holding up 
for search the Esfuerzo, a ship owned 
by American citizens. 

It is explained today that Com- 
mander Gilmer acted properly when 
he declined on the appeal of officers 
of the Esfuerzo to seize the Venus 
The Esfuerzo was flying the Nicar- 
aguan flag and she operated unde 
Nicaraguan register.

Chicago Professor Succeeds in Isolat- 

ing an Individual jon to a Meas- 
ure Value, 


Chicago, May 26—Professor R. A. 
Milliken, of the University of Chicago, 
has discovered after four years of 
study, that for which scientists for an 
age have been looking for. Professor 
Milliken has discovered the ion of elec- 
tricity. 

The ion of electricity is the smallest, 
the most minute particle or atom in 
the mysterious electrical charge of 
which the scientists of the world 
know so little. While they have been 
able to harness this powerful myster 
ious force, they have admitted freely 
that they do notl know very much 
about it, what it is or from whence it 
comes. As a result of the discovery 
of Prof, Milliken, the world is pig? | 
nearer than ever to the actual disecov- 
ery of electricity. The unknown has 
been reduced to the atom and the 
atoms have been measured and ob- 
served, not once but many times in 
the course of the experiments. Prof. 
Milliken’s great discovery was made 
known last night in a formal state- 
ment,

Pluvoise Was Manoeuvering. 

Calais, France, May 26.—The Plu 
voise and a sister submarine went 
out about | p.m. to manoeuver. Soon 
after the Pas De Calais started, 
whose officer, and crew are French, 


she had gone only 2 or 3 miles when 
she struek the submarine. Many of 
her passengers rushed on deck in 
tekror. They saw the submarin 


rolling about as if trying to right 
herself. A boat. was lowered but the 
foundering craft, which seemed to 
have been hard hit, . turned partly 
over and sank by the stern. The Pas 
De Oalais, a siae wheeler, was leak- 
ing badly and hoisted signals of dis- 
tress. This brought two tugs. After 
ward a torpedo destroyer put out and 
near Where the P'uvoise 
went down. Within an hour or two 
a wrecking vessel was lying near and 
her crew made hasty preparations to 
send down divers, 

Admiral Fournier thinks th 
marine tried to dive, under the 
Steamer. Other officials believe the 
Pluyoise after a long dive came up 
by fatal chance, directly beneath the 
paddle wheels of the Pas De Calais. 
Still others suppose the collision ex- 
ploded the tanks of naptha on th 
submarine and that the naptha was 
ignited by her electric motors used 
when submerged.

TRIAL FOR HIS LIFE 


Has Made Contradictory State- 
ments Regarding Death of Jane 
Adams—Girl Met With Foul Play 
—Prisoner Caught in Several False 
hoods.

Mays Landing, N. J., May 26 —Rep 
id progress was made yesterday in 
the trial of William Seyler, the young 
married man, aceused of murdering 
Jane Adams, on the million dollar 
pier in Atlautie City last February. 
A jury was chosen within an hour 
and twenty minutes after the prisoner 
was arraigned at the opening of court. 

Prosecutor Goldenburg, in his open- 
ing address, said that ‘Jane Adams 
met her death defending her honor.” 

The first witnesses called were the 
motorman and policeman .who downd 
the girl’s bruised body, with the torn 
clothing frozen to it, lying on the 
beach where it had been cast by the 
waves several days after the girl had 
disappeared 

Charles Adams, the girl's father, 
testified that on the night of Feb. 4, 
Orvis, brother of the defendant, came 
to his house and took Jane and her 
sister Alice, out about 7 o’elock. Alice, 
the sister, returned alone and said she 
left Jane on the pier with Seyler, Mrs 
Adams went to Seyler’s home, but he 
disclaimed knowledge of Jane’s dis- 
appearance, 

Mr. Adams said William Seyler 
never came to his house to see Jane 

Dr. Lewis R. Souders, county phy 
sician, who made the autopsy on thé 
body of Jane Adams, followed the 
girl’s father on the stand. He was 
subjected to a grilling cross-examina- 
tion. Dr. Souders said the autopsy 
had shown concussion of the head 
about the eyes and congestion of the 
lungs There was no evidence she 


had been attacked, but he did not : 


the conditions described could have 
been caused by drowning.

BOTTLE OF WHISKEY IN TREE 


Laborer Cutting Down Tree in Park 
Makes Remarkable Discovery. 


Council Bluffs, Towa, May 26.—A 
pint bottle filled with rare old whis- 
key, the age of which is uncertain, 
has been found here embedded solidly 
in the heart of a maple tree almost 
four feet in diameter. 

President Graham of the 
Board concluded that there were 
many trees in Baviiss Park, a breath- 
ing spot in the centre of the city, so 
he decided to cut out a number of 
the maples that were planted more 
than fifty years ago, when Council 
Bluffs was first given a place upon 
the Iowa map. ) 

One particular tree that was in the 
course of a new path that was pro- 
posed was marked for the sacrifice. 
The choppers felled this tree, finding 
it solid from circumference to centre. 
Sawing the trunk into  four-foot 
lengths, eight feet from the butt the 
saw just missed a long necked black 
bottle. 

Observing it, the choppers. carefully 
hewed away the wood, when to their 
surprise they brought forth, tightly 
corked, a bottle of one pint capacity, 
filled with liquor. The cork was re- 
moved and.the odor of liquor became. 
apparent. It was sampled by experts, 
who pronounced it whiskey of a most 
superior quality. 

How the bottle of whiskey got into 
the center of the huge maple tree 
a mystery that even the oldest settler 
is unable to solve. At no place about 
it was there any cavity and counting

Chicago Man Claims His Wife is 
Wrongfully Detained in an Asylum, 


Chicago, May 26—Gradually going 
blind, enfeebled, pennyless and crav- 
ing for the comforting care of his 
wife in his last days, John M, Dunn, 
a canvasser of 4533 State street, in 
appealing for aid yesterday charged

of 3 men. The Pas De Calais, erowd- 
ed with cross channel passengers 
bound for Dover, had just left Calaie 
this morning when one of her side 
wheels experienced a violent shock 
The oaptain, believing that his boat 
had struck a submerged bouy, stopped 
his vessel and a moment later the bul) 
of the Pluviose came to the surface a 
short distance astern. 

A boat was hurridedly launched 
from the ferry boat and went along 
side of the stricken craft, but the sail 
ors rapped in vain against her metal 
sides, and in a few minutes she sank. 
The passengers aboard the Pas De 
Calais were horror stricken by the 
tragedy enacted before their eyes. 

The ferry boat, which was leaking, 
rapidly summoned two tugs to her as- 
Sistance, and then put back to the 
French side. The advices received 
by the minister of marine confirm the 
reports of the probable lass of the 
submarine’s entire crew .

The murder by William J. Koerner, 
once a newspaper artist in New York, 
of hig sweetheart, Rose Alice Ried 
gate, on Sept. 23, 1896, was a most 
sensational and unaccountable crime. 
Koerner shot the girl in the street, 
though no motive for his deed was 
known. 

Rose Redgate was the girl he loved, 
and she returned his affection. He 
had no rivals. She lived at. No. 245 | 
Prospect place, Brooklyn, with her 
parents while he was a_ dissipated 
free lance in the newspaper field. He 
had been forbidden to call at his 
sweetheart’s home, out she met him 


The girl was employed as a steno- 
grapher, and on the day of the mur- 
der he met her at 5 o’clock after her 
work. He had been taking drugs, to 
which he added a pint of whiskey 
They had walked to Fourteenth «treet 
and Seventh avenue, when he 6ud- 
denly drew a revolver and shot hi#& 
three times. Then he fell unconscious 
beside the body. 

Koerner said afterward he could 
remember nothing of what happened. 
was convicted of murder in the 
{first degree and sent to the death 
house at Sing Sing, but the court of 
uppeals reversed the conviction and 
a new trial resulted in a verdict of 
March, 1898, and Koerner was senten- 
eed to prison for life 

viiends aided Koerner in making 
an appeal, believing that he was irre- 
sponsible when he killed the girl, 
but the appellate division confirmed 
the conviction. 

Koerner was one of the founders pf 
the Star of Hope publication and has 
been deeply interested in his prison 
newspaper work. It is said that his 
talent a8 an artist has greatly devel 
oped during the twelve years he has 
been a prisoner.
